The sub- 
poena sets a Monday deadline for Gonzales 


to produce the documents. 

“We have been patient in allowing the 
department to work through its concerns 
regarding the sensitive nature of some of 
these materials,” House Judiciary Committee 
Chairman John Conyers, D-Mich., wrote 
in a letter accompanying the subpoena. 
“Unfortunately, the department has not 
indicated any meaningful willingness to 
find a way to meet our legitimate needs.” 

He characterized the subpoena as a last

NASSAU, BAHAMAS I DNAtestsprovc 
it: Larry Birkhead is the father of 
Anna Nicole Smith’s million-dol- 
lar baby. 

“I told you so ! ” the late Playboy 
Playmate’s former boyfriend said 
Tuesday upon emerging from a 
closed court hearing. He added: 
“My baby’s going to be coming 
home pretty soon.” 

Birkhead, a 34 -year-old Cali- 
fornia photographer, then hugged 
his rival, Howard K. Stern, who 
has been caring for baby Dann- 
ielynn since Smith’s sudden death 
in February. 

The hearing was a pivotal 
moment in the battle over who 
gets custody of the girl, who could 
inherit a fortune from the estate of 
Smith’s late husband, J. Howard 
Marshall II. Although Birkhead is 


the father. Stern’s name is on the 
birth certificate. Another custody 
hearing was scheduled for Friday. 
Stern, who was Smith’s lawyer 


and later became her companion, 
said he wouldn’t fight for custody, 
but a lawyer for Smith’s mother, Vir- 
gie Arthur, indicated she might. The 


judge scheduled another hearing for 
Friday in the pink colonial court- 
house to discuss who will raise the 
girl, who could inherit hundreds of 
millions of dollars. 

Stern said he loved the baby 
despite the DNA results and would 
support Birkhead. 

“I’m obvious- 
ly very disap- 
pointed, but my 
feelings for Dan- 
nielynn have not 
changed,” he said, 
adding of Birk- 
head: “I’m going 
to do whatever I 
can to make sure he gets sole cus- 
tody.” 

Birkhead had been fighting for 
custody of Dannielynn even before 
Smith’s death. 

“Nothing’s been determined 
except parentage and I’m the 
father,” Birkhead said.

President requests 
talk with Democrats, 
rules out negotiations 

WASHINGTON | President Bush said 
Tuesday he wants to talk with Dem- 
ocrats about the standoff over war 
funding, but he made it clear he will 
not embrace any timetable for a U.S. 
troop withdrawal. 

Democrats questioned the point 
of a meeting if the president won’t 
negotiate. 

“We can discuss the way forward 
on a bill that is a clean bill — a bill 
that funds our troops without artifi- 
cial timetables for withdrawal, and 
without handcuffing our generals on 
the ground,” Bush said in a speech 
to an American Legion audience 
in nearby Fairfax, Va. 

On one hand, Bush extended 
an offer to meet with lawmakers 
Tuesday. On the other, the White 
House bluntly said it would not be 
a negotiating session. 

Senate Majority Leader Harry 
Reid and House Speaker Nancy 


Pelosi reacted coolly to Bush’s 
offer. 

“Congressional Democrats are 
willing to meet with the president 
at any time, but we believe that any 
discussion of an issue as critical as 
Iraq must be accomplished by con- 
ducting serious negotiations with- 
out any preconditions,” they said in 


a joint statement. 

Bush said the Defense Depart- 
ment will soon send Congress a 
request to transfer $1.6 billion 
from other military accounts to 
cover funding for troops — a move 
needed, he said, because lawmakers 
have delayed his emergency spend- 
ing request, deb riechmann (ap)

MIAMI I A federal judge rejected a

Popular bill moving 
through Congress for 
second straight year 

WASHINGTON | Senate supporters 
of embryonic stem cell research 
refused to take another no for an 
answer Tuesday, advancing polit- 
ically popular legislation that is 
assured of passage, yet doomed for 
the second straight year to a veto 
that Congress cannot override. 

“This bill eventually will become 
law,” vowed Sen. Dianne Feinstein, 
D- Calif., as debate opened on a bill 
to loosen federal funding restric- 
tions on research that supporters 
say offers hope for treatment of 
numerous diseases. 

“If not this year then next year. 
If not next year then the follow- 
ing year.” 

Assuredly not this year. 


President 
Bush, who cast 
the only veto of 
his tenure on a 
stem cell bill in 
2006, quick- 
ly made it clear 
this year will be 
no different. The 
bill “would use federal taxpayer 
dollars to support and encourage 
the destruction of human life for 
research,” the White House said. 

The bill’s supporters concede 
they are short of the votes needed 
to override a veto, but appeared 
eager to confront the president 
again on the issue. 

“If we did everything based on 
veto threats by the president, we 
would never get anything done 
around here,” said Jim Manley, a 
spokesman for Senate Majority 
Leader Harry Reid of Nevada, (ap)

Young patients able 
to ditch insulin after 
stem cell transplants 

C H I GAG 0 I Thirteen young diabetics 
in Brazil have ditched their insulin 
shots and need no other medica- 
tion, thanks to a risky but promising 
treatment with their own stem cells 
— apparently the first time such a 
feat has been accomplished. 

Though it’s too early to call it a 
cure, the procedure has enabled the 
young people, who have Type I dia- 
betes, to live insulin-free so far, some 
for as long as three years. The treat- 
ment involves stem cell transplants 
from the patients’ own blood. 

"It’s the first time in the history 
of Type 1 diabetes where people have 
gone with no treatment whatsoever 
... no medications at all, with nor- 


mal blood sugars,” said study co- 
author Dr. Richard Burt of North- 
western University’s medical school 


in Chicago. 

While the procedure can be life- 
threatening, none of the 15 patients

in the study died or suffered last- 
ing side effects. But the procedure 
didn’t work for two of them. 

Larger, more rigorous studies are 
needed to determine whether stem cell 
transplants could become a standard 
treatment for people with the disease 
once called juvenile diabetes. It is less 
common than Type 2 diabetes, which 
is associated with obesity. 

The hazards of stem cell trans- 
plantation also raise questions 
about whether the study should 
have included children. 

Burt, who wrote the study pro- 
tocol, said the research was done 
in Brazil because U.S. doctors were 
not interested in the approach. The 
study was approved by ethics com- 
mittees in Brazil, he said, adding 
that he believes it was appropriate 
to do the research in children as 
well as adults, (ap) 


House to Probe

SAN FRANCISCO I A U.S. House 
of Representatives committee 
announced Tuesday it would hold 
hearings on the military’s mislead- 
ing statements that followed the 
friendly fire death of former pro- 
fessional football player Pat Tillman 
in Afghanistan and the rescue of 
Pfc. Jessica Lynch in Iraq. 

The House Committee on Over- 
sight and Government Reform said 
an April 24 hearing would be part 
of its investigation into whether 
there was a strategy to mislead 
the public.

Fierce Battles Flare Up in Baghdad 



U.S., Iraqi troops face 
insurgent gunbattles 
as bombings continue 

BAGHDAD I A raging, daylong bat- 
tle erupted in central Baghdad on 
Tuesday, and four Iraqi soldiers were 
killed, 16 U.S. soldiers were wound- 
ed and a U.S. helicopter was hit by 
ground fire at the close of the sec- 
ond month of the massive security 
crackdown on the capital. 

Sixty miles to the north, in the 
mostly Sunni city of Muqdadiyah, a 
woman with a suicide vest strapped 
beneath her black Muslim robe blew 
herself up in the midst of 200 Iraqi 
police recruits. The attack killed at 
least 16 men waiting to learn wheth- 
er they had been hired. 

The security crackdown, which 
began Feb. 14 and will see nearly 
170,000 American forces in Iraq 
by the end of May, has curbed some 
sectarian attacks and assassinations 
in the capital. But violence contin- 
ues to flare periodically in Baghdad 
and nearby cities and towns. 

The fierce fighting in central 
Baghdad shut down the Sunni- 
dominated Fadhil and Sheik 
Omar neighborhoods just after 7 
a.m., the U.S. military said. After 


American and Iraqi troops came 
under fire during a routine search 
operation, helicopter gunships 
swooped in, engaging insurgents 
with machine gun fire. 

Some Arab television stations 
reported an American helicopter 
was shot down in the fight, and 
showed video of a charred piece 


of mechanical wreckage that was 
impossible to identify. The U.S. 
issued a statement late Tuesday 
saying an attack helicopter suf- 
fered damage from small arms 
fire but returned to base. 

Several blocks from the battle, a 
rocket slammed into a schoolyard 
basketball court, killing a 6 -year- 


old boy. Images showed children’s 
backpacks and books still open on 
classroom desks, covered with shat- 
tered glass and debris. 

Police said it was a stray Katyu- 
sha rocket that dug into the asphalt 
playground and at least 17 were 
wounded — 15 students and two 
teachers, lauren prayer (ap) 


Serbian Court Convicts 4 for Kiiiings 


Serb ‘Scorpion unit 
seen on video shooting 
Bosnian Muslims in ’95 

BELGRADE, SERBIA I Four Serb para- 
militaries seen in a video gunning 
down Bosnian Muslims near Sre- 
brenica in 1995 were convicted 
Tuesday of war crimes against 
civilians. 

It was the first court ruling in 
Serbia related to the systematic kill- 
ings of up to 8,000 Muslim men 
and boys in Srebrenica in the final 
months of the 1992-95 war in Bos- 
nia —Europe’s worst atrocity since 
World War II. 

The four Serbs were seen in a 
video that surfaced in June 2005 
when it was shown at the war crimes 
trial of former President Slobodan

Milosevic before the U.N. tribunal 
for the former Yugoslavia. 

The video shows members of a 
notorious Serbia paramilitary unit 
known as the Scorpions. 

The unit’s commander, Slobodan 
Medic, and a fellow paramilitary 
were each sentenced to 20 years 
in prison, while the only defen- 


dant who admitted to shooting the 
victims, Pero Petrasevic, was sen- 
tenced to 13 years in prison. Anoth- 
er Scorpions member, accused as 
an accomplice, was sentenced to 
five years in jail, while a fifth was 
cleared. 

Trials of Serbs in Serbia have 
only become possible since the 
ouster of Milosevic in 2000. The 
Srebrenica case has been a key test 
of the ability of Serbia’s judiciary to 
deal with wartime atrocities. 

The video footage, recorded by a 
Scorpions member who apparent- 
ly believed it would never become 
public, showed the men taking 
Bosnian Muslim civilians from a 
truck with their hands tied and 
lining them up on a hillside before 
spraying them with machine gun 
fire.

Report: More 
Than 1,000 Dead 
In Somali Clashes 

MOGADISHU, SOMALIA I Rccentflght- 
ing between Ethiopian-backed 
government troops and Islamic 
insurgents in Somalia’s capital 
killed more than 1,000 civilians, 
according to a report by the largest 
clan in the battle-scarred city. 

The estimate was a dramatic 
escalation in the death toll from 
four days of bloodshed that started 
in late March — the country’s worst 
violence in more than 15 years. 

Mogadishu’s dominant clan, the 
Hawiye, released its casualty report 
late Monday, saying 1,086 civilians 
had been killed and 4,344 wounded. 
The U.N. refugee agency says some 
124,000 people have fled the capi- 
tal since February, (ap)

4 Terror Suspects 
Dead in Morocco 


3 blow themselves up 
amid apartment raid; 

1 police officer killed 

CASABLANCA, MOROCCO I Police 
surrounded a building in Moroc- 
co’s largest city where four terror- 
ism suspects were holed up Tuesday, 
forcing three of the men to flee and 
blow themselves up with explosives. 
The fourth was shot by police as he 
was apparently preparing to deto- 
nate his bomb. 

A police officer was killed in the 
operation and a young child was 
injured, officials said. 

The explosions in Casablanca, 
weeks after the bombing of an 
Internet cafe in the city, promised 
to further rattle the North African 
kingdom whose first high-profile 
brush with Islamic terrorism came 
in five suicide bombings in the city 
in May 2003. 

Moroccan authorities responded 
to those attacks, which left 45 peo- 
ple dead, with the arrest of thou- 
sands of alleged Islamic militants 


— some accused of working with 
al- Qaeda to plot strikes in Morocco 
and abroad. At least two of those 
killed Tuesday were suspected of 
links to those attacks. 

The suspects were all allegedly 
connected to the March 11 bomb- 
ing of the Internet cafe — an attack 
that killed the bomber, Abdelfettah 
Raydi, and four others. 

Tuesday’s violence started when 
police, acting on a tip, surrounded 
an apartment building in the Hay 
Farah neighborhood of Casablanca 
where the suspected terrorists were 
holed up, officials said. 

One of the suspects fled to the 
roof, where he blew himself up, said 
a police official on the scene who 
refused to give his name. Another 
man appeared to be on the verge 
of detonating explosives, fumbling 
with his clothes, when a police snip- 
er shot him, officials said. 

Investigations into the March 11 
cafe blast led police to a wider sus- 
pected plot to attack the port in Cas- 
ablanca, as well as police and tourist 
sites in Morocco, johnthorne(ap)

Britons Bemoan 
Loss of ‘Old’ Pride 


It s ‘New Brits’ vs. the 
‘Old Brits’ in the wake 
of Iran hostage ordeal 

LONDON I The sailors detained by 
Iran returned home as celebrities 
— but quickly left many nostalgic 
for the glory days when Britannia 
ruled the waves. 

The undignified spectacle of mil- 
itary people selling their stories to 
the tabloids sharpened questions 
about how they ended up captive in 
the first place — and what some saw 
as the ease with which Iran extract- 
ed “confessions.” 

It all seemed a far cry from the 
Battle of Trafalgar, when Lord Nel- 
son’s vastly outnumbered fleet sank 
combined French and Spanish forc- 
es, or even 25 years ago when a naval 
task force crushed Argentina’s inva- 
sion of the Falkland Islands. 

“What happened to resolve 
against adversity?” fumed one vet- 
eran soldier in a letter to a newspa- 
per. “This is the nation of Raleigh, 
Wellington, Scott, Shackleton, 
Bader, Churchill.” 

Some of the returning detainees 
explained that they had confessed 
under the pressure of solitary con- 


finement and threats of lengthy 
imprisonment — ablow to the image 
of the stoic British soldier. 

The embarrassment was fed by 
some of the less decorous details 
that have emerged. 

Royal Navy Operator Maintain- 
er Arthur Batchelor, who sold his 
account to the Daily Mirror news- 
paper, complained that his captors 
called him “Mr. Bean.” 

Recalling the moments after 
the crew was captured, Batchelor 
said: “A guard kept flicking my neck 
with his index finger and thumb. I 
thought the worst.” 

Historian Andrew Roberts sees 
Britain’s reaction to Iran’s provoca- 
tion as an example of the end of the 
stiff upper lip of the “Old Brits” and 
the emergence of the more senti- 
mental attitude of “New Brits.” 

“For New Brits, the photos of 
smiling, waving sailors with their 
shiny gray suits and their lucrative 
newspaper serial rights makes the 
heart grow warm,” Roberts wrote 
in the Sunday Times. 

“Meanwhile,” he added, “Old 
Brits can feel nothing but sorrow at 
the humiliation that has been dealt 
to the Royal Navy and the United 
Kingdom.” robert barr (ap)

Kaine Vetoes 5 Bills After

last week. Kaine had amended a 
House bill, turning it into an out- 
right ban on all smoking in any 
establishments that serves food. 
Without Kaine’s changes, the bill 
would have ended the requirement 
that restaurants reserve non-smok- 
ing areas as long as they post signs 
at their entrances warning patrons 
that they allow smoking. The veto 
keeps in force the mandate for res-

Loan Scandal May Widen 


Cuomo says probe of 
student lending is akin 
to ‘peeling an onion’ 

ALBANY, N.Y. | Cozy arrangements 
between colleges and the compa- 
nies that loan their students billions 
of dollars are far more widespread 
than anticipated, New York Attor- 
ney General Andrew Cuomo said in 
an interview Tuesday. 

Cuomo would not divulge where 
the burgeoning investigation is 
headed next, including whether 
more subpoenas are on the way. 
But Cuomo said the probe of the 
$85 billion industry could lead to 
criminal charges against high-rank- 
ing officials at both lending com- 
panies and universities. 

“This is like peeling an onion,” 
Cuomo said. “It seems to be get- 


ting worse the more we uncover. It’s 
more widespread than we originally 
thought. ... More schools and more 
lenders at the top end.” 

Cuomo is investigating alleg- 
ed kickbacks to 
school officials 
who steered stu- 
dents to certain 
lenders. His in- 
vestigators say 
they have found 
numerous ar- 
rangements that 
benefited schools, financial aid 
officers and lenders at the expense 
of students. 

So far, six schools, including 
the University of Pennsylvania 
and New York University, have 
agreed to reimburse students a 
total of $3.27 million for inflated 
loan prices caused by revenue shar- 


ing agreements, Cuomo said. 

A number of student loan offi- 
cials at different schools have been 
placed on leave pending the probe. 
Cuomo said he suspects “dozens” 
of financial aid officers around the 
country have similar arrangements 
that he has called deceptive, unethi- 
cal and at times, illegal. 

In some cases, investigators said, 
lenders provided all- expense -paid 
trips for college financial aid offi- 
cers to exotic locations. Financial 
aid officers at schools in some cases 
served on loan company advisory 
boards, Cuomo said. 

“Ninety percent of the students 
take the ‘preferred lender,’” he said. 
“Why? Because that’s the nature 
of the relationship. You trust the 
school. The school is in a position 
of authority. The school is there to 
nurture you.” mark johnson (ap)

Gas Price Surge Predicted to Ease 


WASHINGTON | U.S. motorists can 
expect an easing of the recent 
gasoline price surge in coming 
weeks, with costs averaging about 
what they did last summer over the 
heavy vacation driving season, the 
government said Tuesday. 

The Energy Department pre- 
dicted that the average nation- 
wide cost of regular-grade gaso- 


line would likely peak at $2.87 a 
gallon in May, up only 7 cents over 
the average last week. 

Prices for regular gasoline has 
soared since January, increasing by 
64 cents a gallon on average nation- 
wide during the last 10 weeks. The 
nationwide average was $2.80 cents 
a gallon last week. 

The summer fuels outlook. 


released Tuesday by the DOE’s 
Energy Information Adminis- 
tration, said the price of regular- 
grade gasoline is projected to aver- 
age $2.81 cents a gallon through the 
summer driving season, or 3 cents 
lower than last year. 

The EIA said the recent price 
surge was attributed to higher 
crude oil prices, unplanned refin- 
ery outages and a decline in gaso- 
line imports, (ap)

Scavenger Hunt 


Nine Inch Nails’ new 
CD is the subject of a 
magical mystery tour 

PUZZLE I Trent Reznor could have 
just given a few interviews to explain 
Nine Inch Nails’ new album, “Year 
Zero.” But instead, he’s utilizing a 
multifaceted Internet scavenger 
hunt, and, in some cases, his own 
rabid fans, to help gradually build 
the story of the project, due April 
17 . Dystopian, apocalyptic themes 
are pervasive on the album. 

Neither Reznor nor his label 


would speak about the campaign, 
but a source with knowledge of the 
project says Reznor may very well 
perceive it all not as a marketing 
campaign, but as “a new entertain- 
ment form.” Indeed, the source says 
the campaign forms the body of the 
“Year Zero” experience: “It is the CD 
booklet come to life. It precedes the 
concept album and the tour. And it 
will continue for the next 18 months, 
with peaks and valleys.” 

“Year Zero” came to life in early 
February when Web-sawy fans dis- 
covered that highlighted letters 
inside words on a NIN tour T-shirt 


spelled out “I am trying to believe.” 
Savvy fans added a “.com” to the five 
words and, voila, located a thought- 
provoking, eerie Web site. Other 
associated sites were soon discov- 
ered, including bethehammer.net, 
anotherversionofthetruth.com and 
churchofplano.com, where a dark 
future reigns supreme. 

For instance, errant clicks on 
sites like anotherversionofthet 
ruth.com result in interception 
by the Bureau of Morality, which 
will then e-mail warnings that the 
user is “A CONSUMER OF DISSI- 
DENT MATERIAL . . . Anyfiirther 


attempts to view, consume, or dis- 
tribute un-american [sic] content 
will result in the loss of citizenship 
increments and/or the imposition 
of fines, penalties, or imprison- 
ment. You have choices. Make the 
RIGHT ones.” 

For further instructions on mak- 
ing good choices, the creepy note 
instructs the e-mail recipient to visit 
thepriceoftreason.net. And another 
mind game begins anew, with its 
own set of rabbit holes. 

Within days of discovery of the 
sites, the blogosphere was rich with 
anxious NIN fans sharing their 
experiences on message boards. 
According to one post, a male fan, 
allegedly by happenstance, found a 
USB drive in a bathroom stall dur- 
ing a NIN concert at the Coliseum 
in Lisbon, Portugal. This flash drive 
contained an MP3 of album track 
“My Violent Heart.” Additional USB 
drives were purportedly found in 
Barcelona and Manchester, Eng- 
land; they included MP3s of album 
tracks “Me, I’m Not” and “In This 
Twilight,” respectively. 

Meanwhile, another tour T-shirt 
contained a highlighted Cleveland- 
area phone number that, when 
dialed, played a snippet of lead 
single “Survivalism.” 

By late February, a “Year Zero” 
trailer was made available at 
yearzero.nin.com. 

With his unveiling of ‘Year Zero,” 
Reznor may, whether he realizes it 
or not, be building a new option for 
presenting music that augments the 
existing CD/tour scenario. 

“It’s not about slapping some- 
thing on top of an existing experi- 
ence,” the source says. “It must be 
its ovm entity. Make the experience 
as immersive as possible for fans.”

‘Alice in Sunderland’ 
explores the axis of 
history and myth 

COMIC BOOK I Bryan Talbot is a show- 
man. He might not get up on stage 
and perform, but on the pages of his 
beautiful new graphic novel, “Alice 
in Sunderland,” he puts himself on 
an imaginary stage to tell the tale 
of one of England’s misunderstood 
locations. 

“I had no idea what Sunderland 
was like at all, apart from the Eng- 


lish perception of it being a grimy, 
industrial town,” Talbot said. “I 
didn’t want to move here.” 

But he did move to Sunderland 
after his wife got a job at a university 
there. Upon arriving, he was taken 
by the rich history of the region — 
a history that includes Lewis Car- 
roll and a certain young girl by the 
name of Alice Liddell. 

Talbot, who is responsible for the 
seminal graphic novels “The Adven- 
tures of Luther Arkwright” and “Tale 
of One Bad Rat,” had been itching to 
do something related to Carroll’s Alice

stories, but “Alice in Sunderland” is 
much more than that. It explores 
Sunderland and its connections to 
Carroll and other literary figures. 
On a broader level, when you strip 
the book down to its core, “Alice in 
Sunderland” is “about storytelling and 
history and myth, and how history 
becomes myth,” Talbot said. 

When you crack open the book, 
though, you’re exposed to a lavish 
stage performance with an incred- 
ibly knowledgeable host in Talbot, 
who provides a visual feast spanning 
an assortment of art styles. 

“It occurred to me, with the set- 
ting being an Edwardian Palace of 
varieties and a music hall, it should 
be a variety show,” Talbot said. “I 
think it’s best to stop the audience, 
the readers, from getting bored of 
everything being the same style.”

New NFL Policy Could Target Teams 


League will hold elubs 
responsible when their 
players misbehave 

N F L I NFL teams will be disciplined 
when their employees, including 
players, violate the league’s per- 
sonal conduct policy. 

Moments after announcing 
the one -year suspension of Titans 
cornerback Adam “Pacman” Jones, 
and an eight-game ban for Bengals 
receiver Chris Henry, NFL commis- 
sioner Roger Goodell released his 


strengthened conduct policy Tues- 
day. Along with longer suspensions 
and larger fines for individuals who 
violate the policy, Goodell will hold 
teams responsible, as well. 

He did not say how he would 
punish those teams, although 
stripping them of draft choices is 
considered one of the most effec- 
tive ways to do so. 

Jones’ off-field conduct has 
included 10 instances in which 
he was interviewed by police. The 
most recent took place during the 
NBA All-Star weekend in Las

Vegas. Police there recommended 
felony and misdemeanor charg- 
es against Jones after a fight and 
shooting at a strip club paralyzed 
one man. Henry was arrested four 
times in a 14 -month span, result- 
ing in two benchings by coach Mar- 
vin Lewis and a two -game league 
suspension. 

“It is a privilege to represent the 
NFL, not a right,” Goodell said in 
a statement. “These players and 
all members of our league have to 
make the right choices and deci- 
sions in their conduct on a con- 


sistent basis.” 

The strengthened standards 
apply to all NFL employees: play- 
ers, coaches, officials, owners, front- 
office and league personnel. And 
Goodell emphasized in the new 
policy that those standards will 
be considerably tighter than out- 
side the league. 

“It is not enough to simply avoid 
being found guilty of a crime,” the 
new policy says. “Instead, as an 
employee of the NFL or a mem- 
ber club, you are held to a higher 
standard and expected to conduct 
yourself in a way that is responsi- 
ble, promotes the values upon which 
the league is based, and is lawful.”

What I can say I think this meeting 
will be crucial for us, the state of New 
Jersey and everybody representing

Caps get the fifth pick 
in the draft, but will 
look to add experience 

CAPITALS I The Washington Capi- 
tals suffered one last defeat on Tues- 
day, falling one spot in the selection 
order for June’s entry draft when 
the Chicago Blackhawks beat the 
odds in the lottery. 

The Caps will pick fifth instead 
of fourth, but the chances of missing 
out on the next Alex Ovechkin or 
Sidney Crosby are slim. The teen- 
agers selected at the draft rare- 


ly see NHL action right away, so 
clubs must turn elsewhere to fill 
immediate needs. Under consid- 
erable pressure to improve a team 
that hasn’t made the playoffs since 
2003, majority owner Ted Leon- 
sis and General Manager George 
McPhee will be forced to wade into 
an uncertain free agent market. 

“We are going to be active 
because there are holes in the line- 
up and we do need a bit more expe- 
rience. The coaches and GM and 
the scouts think we’re ready now 
to bring some people in that will 
make us better,” Leonsis said. 


When asked to identify those 
holes, Leonsis cited the Caps’ poor 
power play and horrific overtime/ 
shootout record as evidence the 
club needs more leadership and 
skill at center.

Birthplace of a Legend

King Arthur’s ghost 
continues to lure 
tourists to Tintagel 

ROYAL TRIP I Storms and gusting 
winds have chiseled away at this 
corner of southwestern England 
for centuries, but the legends that 
inhabit the area still loom large. 

The rocky headland near the 
village of Tintagel has become 
so entwined with the legend of 
King Arthur that its true history 
seems almost incidental, despite a 
collection of rough stone founda- 
tions and listing walls that hint at 
its rich past. 

According to various poems, sto- 
ries and popular myths, it was here, 
at the fortress of a Cornish duke, 
that Arthur was conceived. Later 
versions of the story say Arthur was 
born at the site and may have lived 
here for a time. 

There’s no question a medi- 
eval castle was built at Tintagel by 
Richard, Earl of Cornwall, ayounger 
brother of King Henry III. Tanta- 
lizing remnants of that structure 
— crumbling stone barriers and 
doorways — are still visible. 

But regardless of its history, 
real or imagined, Tintagel offers 
remarkable glimpses of sheer cliffs 
that stand tall above the sea. 

The massive outcropping is 
almost an island, connected to land 
only by a narrow and deeply eroded 
passage. For travelers willing to hike 
dirt paths and climb long flights of 
wooden stairs that curl up the cliffs, 
the visual delights are many. 

Those who make the trip to 
Tintagel can wander the crags and

dizzying cliff tops, stalk the ghost 
of Arthur and soak up the salty air 
and scenery for its own sake. 

The story behind the legend 
of Arthur was first introduced by 
Geoffrey of Monmouth, a writer 
whose “History of the Kings of Brit- 
ain” was among the most popular 
books of the Middle Ages, though 
it was largely fictitious. 

The book describes a fortress 
at Tintagel belonging to a Cornish 
duke named Gorlois whose wife 
attracted the attention of a king, 
Uther Pendragon. The king sum- 
moned a sorcerer. Merlin, to magi- 
cally give him Gorlois’ appearance 
so that he could enter the castle. 


In return. Merlin asked that Uther 
father a child — Arthur — to be raised 
by Merlin until the child fulfilled his 
destiny of becoming king. 

By the time Richard built his 
castle, the story had been elabo- 
rated upon, portraying Tintagel as 
the place where Arthur was born 
and perhaps lived, according to an 
English Heritage guidebook. 

Generations of visitors, includ- 
ing writers such as Dickens and 
Tennyson, have traveled to Tinta- 
gel to see the place reputed to be a 
cornerstone of the Arthurian leg- 
end. For today’s visitors, its natural 
splendor may be just as rewarding.

Vanderbilt coach John William- 
son said he heard all the wisecracks 
when he told folks he was leaving his 
job as director ofbaseball operations 
to start his school’s varsity bowling 
program three years ago. 

“People would say, ‘Do they eat 
nachos, smoke and drink beer?”’ 
Williamson said. “The jokes sort 
of get old. People should come 
and look at the girls competing. 
It’s no different than any other 
college sport.” 

Bowling has been a club sport 
at colleges for decades. Varsity pro- 
grams sprung up in the 1990s, and 
the sport got a major boost in 2003 
when the NCAA began sponsoring 
a women’s bowling championship 
after the minimum 40 -program 
requirement was met. 

There are now 51 programs, 
and the mix is eclectic, judging by 
the top five teams in the National 
Tenpin Coaches Association poll —

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Outsourcing 


India’s growing tech 
sector is running out 
of qualified workers 

At the heart of the sprawling cor- 
porate campus, in a hilltop build- 
ing overlooking the immaculately 
shorn lawns, the sports fields and 
the hypermodern theater com- 
plex, young engineers crowd into 
a classroom. 

They are India’s best and 
brightest, with stellar grades that 
launched them into a high-tech 
industry growing at more than 25 
percent annually. 

And their topic of the day? Basic 
telephone skills. 

“Hello?” one young man says 
nervously, holding his hand to 
his ear like a phone. “Hello? I’d 


like to leave a message for Num- 
ber 17. Can I do that?” 

Nearly two decades into India’s 
phenomenal growth as an interna- 
tional center for high technology, 
the industry has a problem: It’s 
running out of workers. 

There may be a lot of potential — 
Indian schools churn out 400,000 
new engineers, the core of the high- 
tech industry, every year — but as 
few as 100,000 are actually ready to 
join the job world, experts say. 

So, the country’s voracious high- 
tech companies, desperate for ever- 
increasing numbers of staffers to fill 
their ranks, have to go hunting. 

“The problem is not a shortage of 
people,” said Mohandas Pai, human 
resources chief for Infosys Technol- 
ogies, the software giant that built 
and runs the Mysore campus for its 
new employees. “It’s a shortage of 
trained people.” 

From the outside, this nation of 
1.03 billion may appear to have a 



bottomless supply of cheap work- 
ers with enough education to claim 
more outsourced Western jobs. 

But things look far different in 
India, where technology companies 
are spending hundreds of millions of 
dollars in a frantic attempt to ensure 
their profit-making machine keeps 
producing. 

“This is really the Achilles’ heel 


of the industry,” said James Fried- 
man, an analyst with Susquehan- 
na Financial Group, an investment 
firm based in Bala Cynwyd, Pa. 

Much of India’s success rests 
on the fact that its legions of soft- 
ware programmers work for far less 
than those in the West — often for 
one -fourth the salary. If indus- 
try can’t find enough workers to 


keep wages low, the companies 
that look to India for things like 
software development will turn to 
competitors, from Poland to the 
Philippines, and the entire indus- 
try could stumble. 

Responses to the problem range 
from private “finishing schools” pol-

ishing the computer skills of new 
graduates to multimillion- dollar 
partnerships spanning business, 
government and higher educa- 
tion. The biggest companies have 
built elaborate training centers. The 
Mysore campus, for instance, was 
little more than scrub -filled fields 
when Infosys, India’s second-largest 
software firm, began building here 
in earnest three years ago. 

Infosys spent $350 million on 
the campus and will spend $140 
million this year on training, said 
Pai, the human resources chief. 

“This is the enormous cost we 
have to pay to ensure we have enough 
people,” he said, tim sullivan (ap)

The way to wear them is in 
stacks, so get used to hearing that 
jingle-jangle or clickety- clack they 
make as a cluster shimmies up and 
down the arm. 

The sound they make depends on 
the materials they’re made of, and 
right now anything goes, says Kim 
Renk, co -founder and co- designer 
of jewelry company Sequin. “There’s 
something sexy about the jingle. It’s 
like the bell of a woman calling your 
attention,” Renk said. 


Are Back 


There are bangles to be found 
in all price ranges, from Candie’s 
kelly green ribbon bangle for $16 
at Kohl’s to the $625 Frank Gehry 
Tube bangle made of sterling silver 
and ebony wood for Tiffany & Co. 

Bangles made their biggest 
splash in the 1960s as the kitschy 
complement to mod miniskirts and 
then resurfaced in the ’80s and — 
like today, another period that bor- 
rows from the ’60s. 

Linda Renk, Kim Renk’s sister 
and business partner, picks chunky 
prism bangles with a metallic sheen as 
her No. 1 choice for this summer. She 
says they’ll look great with all the pop 


art-printed clothes out there, as will 
the plastic bracelets that take color so 
well and look best in thicker styles. 

“Clothing always dictates acces- 
sories and, this season, the clothes 
are fun,” adds Kim Renk. 

(Her favorites, however, are the 
classic bamboo bracelets, most com- 
mon in gold or silver tones.) 

What makes a bracelet a bangle 
is that it’s circular, stiff and without 
links, says Silvio Hidalgo, president 
and designer of Florida-based jeweler 
Hidalgo, which claims enamel and 
diamond jewelry as its specialty. 

A clasp is optional, he explains, 
but bracelets without clasps will 


move a lot more on the arm. A ban- 
gle with a clasp can be narrower and 
tends to have a more oval shape. 
Bangles with a clasp also tend to 
be more expensive, he adds. 

There also are hinged cuffs, 
which open and close like Ms. Pac- 
Man’s mouth, that look more like 
bangles than cuffs. The latter are 
tighter fitting bracelets that never 
fully complete their circle. 

The trend right now is to wear 
a mix of widths at the same time, 
though Hidalgo says he likes the 
look of a single bracelet type in a 
variety of colors. 

Kim Renk, wearing a slew of thin 
turquoise-and-silver bangles with a 
turquoise -and- silver python-print 
dress, says you can never wear too 
many bracelets. 

But her sister says that if you go 
past the elbow, you’ve gone too far.

CONTRACTING CLASSES TEACH NEGOTIATION 


Gabrielle Fronce reads like a law- 
yer. She thinks like a lawyer, writes 
like a lawyer and sometimes even 
talks like a lawyer. But the 34 -year- 
old Sterling, Va., resident has never 
been to law school. She works in a 
field called contracting, which cov- 
ers the procurement, negotiation, 
analysis, management of and ter- 
mination of contracts. 


“I considered going to law school 
for my field,” says Fronce, who is

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ARE YOU CUT OUT FOR CONTRACTING? 

So, you’re thinking about a career in contracting? The good news is that 
there are plenty of jobs to be had in the field. Joseph Harrison, EdD, an 
adjunct professor at the University of Virginia’s campus in Falls Church, 
says the industry is in “dire need of more qualified people.” But before you 
leap in, take a minute to think about whether you and the profession are a 
good match. According to Harrison, here are a few key personality traits 
that might make you a good candidate for a job in contracting: 

1. You’rethe kind of person who doesn’t like looseends and who wants to 
make sure everything is covered. In your work, that would translate into mak- 
ing sure all the appropriate clauses are included in the contract, all I’s dotted 
and T’s crossed. 

2 . You really wantto serve the people of the United States and feel good 
about government service. 

3 . You are smart and have strong analysis and research skills. 

4 . You are inquisitive. 

5 . You have to be a people person to be a good contracts person. 

Negotiating skills are important, as well as understanding others. People 
don’t buy from agencies or companies, Harrison notes. People buyfrom 
people.

Professional Studies in Falls Church 
(scps.virginia.edu). “This is a great 
compromise. It’s not just law. It’s 
dealing with people, putting con- 
tracts together and understanding 
all the verbiage.” 

Contracting is big business in 
the nation’s capital, because any- 
time the government purchases a 
product or service, the process must 
comply with the Federal Acquisition 
Regulation, or FAR, a document so 
complex that employees — on both 
the government and contractor sides 
— don’t ever expect to fully under- 
stand it. Rather, they learn through 
programs (like the one at UVa.) how 
and where to find answers to their 
questions about contracts. 

The FAR, broken into 52 parts 
over 1,500 pages, is constant- 
ly changing. But its purpose of 
regulating government spending 
is critical, so the public can see 
where their money is going. As 
Northern Virginia Community 
College instructor Paul Holbert 
says, “It’s a very rule-laden process, 
but if you don’t understand it, it can 
get you in serious trouble.” 

According to several professors 
and administrators at local schools 
who teach contracting, this Reid is 
doing plenty of hiring these days, 
especially on the government side. 
“Every agency I’ve spoken with is 
worried because of the number of 
people who will retire in the next 
several years,” says John Min, 
dean of the business and tech- 
nologies division at NVCC. “It’s

one of those critical areas where 
the government is having a hard 
time recruiting people. [It doesn’t 
sound] as exciting as sales or engi- 
neering, but students who are in 
the courses understand that it’s a 
great career opportunity.” 


Fronce works full-time as the 
supervisor of service contracts for 
an IT company. The federal and 
commercial contracts she reviews 
can range from two to 200 pages 
and can be valued at up to $5 mil- 
lion. It can take her one hour or five 
days to complete a contract. She 
says the biggest eye-opener for her 
in the UVa. program has been new 
insight into how the government 
operates. “We’re using the funds of 
the citizens of the United States,” 
she says. “It’s taxpayer money, so 
it needs to be regulated. It’s my 
job to make sure it’s all negoti- 
ated properly.”

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says the program is much more 
complex and tedious than she 
expected, especially when it comes 
to keeping up on the FAR. But she 
says being in school while having 
a job at which she can immedi- 
ately apply her new knowledge 
has been priceless. 

“I’m learning so much more 
because I can put it into use,” 
says McDonald, who works for 
a large consulting firm, which is 
paying for her enrollment in the 
UVa. program. “And I’m figuring 
out how to protect my firm from 


risk by understanding the rules 
and the bidding process.” 

NVCC’s Woodbridge campus 
offers a one -year certificate pro- 
gram in Contract Management 
through its Continuing Education 
and Workforce Development office 
(nvcc.edu), which gives students an 
overview of contracting and takes 
them through the contracting cycle, 
from bid to award to management 
through close-out. Holbert says 
many of his students are small- 
business owners or work in the 
business office of their compa- 


nies. There are classes on how to 
market to the federal government 
for contracts, how to bid for a con- 
tract and how to figure out pricing 
for contracts. 

“Students know this can be 
a very lucrative field, when you 
consider most of the federal agen- 
cies have headquarters here,” 
Holbert says. Salaries can range 
from about $40,000 to $75,000 
and higher, based on experience 
and whether you’re working for a 
small firm, a large firm or the gov- 
ernment. Holbert says the govern- 


ment awards a contract approxi- 
mately every 20 seconds, at an 
average dollar value of $465,000, 
for a total of about $200 billion 
annually. 

David Honadle, a 38 -year-old 
attorney who lives in Stafford, 
Va., says he took Holbert’s class 
because he was working on a case 
that was tied into procurement 
law and he needed a better 
understanding of contracting. 
His case has since closed, but 
he plans to continue with the 
certificate program because he 


found it so informative. 

“One of the best things is that 
other students have all this expe- 
rience they’re sharing,” Honadle 
says. “One woman at the State 
Department gave a lot of real-life 
examples that helped me under- 
stand what we were studying.” 

Monica Thompson, 35, who

served 12 years in U.S. Army intel- 
ligence, is also taking the certifi- 
cate program to learn the ins and 
outs of government contracting. 
She started her own intelligence 
business this year. 

“We’re discussing things in 
class that I need to know in my 
start-up, and our textbook is like 
a Bible to me,” says Thompson, 
who is based in Alexandria. “I am 
also learning about the benefits 
to me as a small-business owner 
— like being a veteran and being 
a woman. This course talks about 
the advantages of those.” 

She says the certificate program 
is ideal for her, because she wasn’t 
interested in sitting through anoth- 
er two years of school. “I’m just hop- 
ing the government buyer I’m deal- 
ing with will look at my resume 
and see the federal contractor 
certificate on there, and they will 
think, ‘She knows what this game 
is all about and how to play it.’”

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POUNDING AWAY AT LIFE: Carolyn Allen works from her home in Springfield but inspires people all over the world to lose weight — and find themselves in the process, 



Changing a lifelong 
battle of the bulge to 
a 60 -second solution 

When 57-year- old Carolyn Allen 
decided to change her life’s direc- 
tion, she went First Class all the 
way. 

First Class being the 
“center for lifelong learn- 
ing” that for years has 
offered noncredit work- 
shops in everything 
from soap -making and 
flirting to public speaking 
and getting ahead at work. Not 
just one but two of these seminars 
led Allen to become an entrepreneur 
with a worldwide audience. 

At the turn of the millennium, 


the Brigham Young University 
graduate was a Springfield moth- 
er of five, a former legal secretary 
in downtown D.C. who had strug- 
gled with extra pounds since ado- 
lescence. Using WeightWatchers, 
Allen finally reached and sustained 
her weight-loss goal and became 
a WeightWatchers meeting 
leader in 1999. She was 
honored as a leader of 
the year in 2003. 

One practice that 
made her popular was 
that, at each meeting she 
led, she shared healthy liv- 
ing tips, affirmations and a rec- 
ipe. “Thirty minutes wasn’t enough,” 
the bubbly Allen says, so in 2001 she 
began e-mailing her members aweek- 
ly newsletter. “Members started for- 


warding it all over the country,” she 
says, “and at every meeting someone 
would say. Are you writing a book? 
I want it!”’ 

Such reactions began com- 
ing from strangers, too. “If peo- 
ple say you should write a book, 
you’d better figure out how,” 
Carolyn’s husband. Bob, told her. 
Remembering First Class from 
her time in downtown D.C., Allen 
signed up for self-publishing expert 
Dan Poynter’s seminar in 2003, 
which she describes as how-to 
guidance mixed with a pep talk. 
The course was an eye-opener, she 
says: “I thought, ‘My book is already 
half-written, and I have the best- 
seller in this audience!”’ Realizing 
her family needed extra income, 
though, Allen shelved the project 


while leaving WeightWatchers to 
transform her newsletter into a 
Web site and charge daily read- 
ers a small fee. She contacted First 
Class “Magnetize Your Website” 
instructor Sally Strackbein, who 
also offers phone and in-person 
consultations. 

Only after the site — myweight 
lossfriend.com— launched in 
2004 did Allen review her notes 
from Poynter’s class. Her first 
book was a downloadable docu- 
ment called “Rainbows for Today: 
Comfort, Hope, and Inspiration for 
Weight Loss Success” in October 
2005. It came with a CD, made by 
KeySignature Music in Burke. But 
“my readers, mostly middle-aged 
women, want something to hold in 
their hands,” the author says. 



So, Allen worked with Rainmaker 
Publishing of Fairfax and a printed 
version, which came out last May. 
She changed the title to the more 
salable “60 Seconds to Weight Loss 
Success” and added 101 business-size 
cards with uplifting thoughts. 

A year ago, Allen met with a 
Home Shopping Network offi- 
cial for advice about readying her 
products for major sales. A “self- 
discovery journal” titled “Write

Away the Pounds” and a down- 
loadable photo scrapbook called 
“My Weight Loss Journey” will be 
followed this year by a paperback 
version of “101 Scriptures for Weight 
Loss Success.” 

“Think about it,” Allen says: 
“The first problem in Genesis was 
whether Eve should have something 
to eat — the apple!” 

Fame may be ahead. With her 
original book, CD, and cards pack- 
aged as the “One Minute Weight 
Loss Inspiration System,” Allen 
drove to Philadelphia on March 
29 to compete in Oprah’s Big Idea 
Product Search. Oprah Winfrey’s 
company and QV C will call 10 final- 
ists to appear on her TV show in 
May, when the audience will choose 
a winner. 

“I have a passion about my 
online business, and it is quick- 
ly becoming a full-time income,” 
Allen says. She’s shipping books to 
Amazon every week, selling others’ 
products on her site, promoting her 
own on others’ sites, and exploring 
the speaking circuit. 

“First Class paid for itself mul- 
tiple, multiple times,” says Allen. 

The benefits have come full cir- 
cle of late: She’s begun teaching at 
First Class as well as through 
Fairfax County adult education. Her 
course? What else? “60 Seconds to 
Weight Loss Success.” 

First Class (takeaclass.org), 
based in Dupont Circle, offers 
some 100 live classes and 300 
online classes every two months. 
Most of them last two to three 
hours and range from $29 to $39.

One That Isn’t” ($23, Warner 
Business Books). In it, he blunt- 
ly lays out how to handle (and if 
you’re lucky, maybe even fire) work- 
place bullies and take on 9 -to -5 
tyrants. Express’ Jess Milcetich 
chatted with Sutton about the 
secrets of increasing productivity 
and improving the overall atmo- 
sphere in the workplace. 

What is the “No A--hole Rule”? 

To me, it’s kind of a point of view, 
or really a rule, that some organi- 
zations have and most don’t. They 
won’t let people who are demean- 
ing in the door if they possibly 
can, and if people start acting 
like that, they won’t let them get 
away with it. And if they keep it 
up, they’ll kick them out. It’s that 
simple. 

Why is it so important? 

When I started reading academic 
literature from organizational psy- 
chologists on bullying, [I saw] the 
way it hurts people and costs organi- 
zations money. People are less com- 
mitted to their jobs. To me, it ends 
up wasting people’s careers. 

The other part that’s more sort 
of the capitalistic cost is the TCA, 
or Total Cost of A— holes. The most 
surprising thing: A Silicon Valley 
executive calculated the total costs 
of an employee who was burning 
through secretaries and needed 
anger-management counseling. It 
cost $160,000. 

You can make a case that some- 
times it’s worth the trouble, but from 
my experience if it’s causing so much 
damage and it’s so unpleasant to be 
around, it’s not worth it. 


So what are some of the infrac- 
tions of these work jerks? 

I have this list called the dirty 
dozen. It includes teasing and 
insulting and treating people as if 
they were invisible. 

There are lots of different ways 
in which nasty people can do their 
dirty work, like doing things that 
leave the people they work with 
feeling demeaned and de-ener- 
gized. Sometimes the stereotype 
is the boss in the three-piece suit 
with the veins bulging, but some of 
the most damage is done by people 
who are very subtle and do sub- 
tle put- downs. One of the most 
insidious things is to treat people 
as if they are invisible. There are 
lots of different ways to do your 
dirty work. 

How do you screen when you are 
interviewing potential employees? 

The interview is a lousy place to pick 
things up. There are little things you 
can look for. If they treat those who 
are “inconsequential” poorly, that’s a 
sign. There was a Southwest Airlines 
pilot who was nasty to a reception- 
ist. That was it. He was gone. 


The other thing that I think 
is more powerful is checking out 
other people they’ve worked with 
and checking out what their repu- 
tation is. 

Also, if there are known a— holes 
in your firm, you should watch out.

because they breed. If you’re in a 
group where people are insulting 
and that’s the game, you’re going to 
catch the disease. It’s hard to sur- 
vive in that environment. 


How do you tell if you are the bad 
guy? 

There’s a self-test in the book with 
24 items. There’s this notion that 
self-awareness is part of it. I have a 


list of things like “people stop hav- 
ing fun when you come around” or 
“you take pleasure in other people’s 
lack of performance.” 

I think there are two kinds of 
a— holes. The first know it. They’re 
strategic and know what they have 
to do to get ahead. Sometimes 
that’s true and sometimes that’s 
false. 

There’s another kind. They are 
the ones who don’t quite know 
how other people perceive them, 
and when you tell them, they’re 
absolutely shocked. 

Both kinds exist. I think it comes 
down to having people you can trust 
who are telling you when you are 
being a jerk. 

What can you do to remedy the sit- 
uation? 

Create a world where you get other 
people around you to call you on it 
and you actually try to modify your 
behavior. To me, that’s the heart of 
it. It’s creating a psychological safety 
to be called on it. 

The idea that you can call your 
boss a jerk and your boss thanks 
you; that’s very hard to do. I don’t 


feel safe doing that with my cur- 
rent boss. 

You say the chapter on the virtues 
of a— holes was the one you least 
wanted to write. Why? And are 
there really positive traits? 

I wish this wasn’t true, but there 
are at least two positive effects. If 
you come across as angry, people 
view you as a more legitimate 
leader than if you’re apologetic or 
sad or soft. 

Then there’s this thing called 
“brilliant but cool” phenomenon. 
If you give people feedback about 
their performance, especially with 
negative comments, you come across 
as smarter. It’s the Simon Cowell 
effect. With the addition of personal 
insults, [the “American Idol” judge] 
will say something like what Paula 
or Randy said and be seen as smart- 
er. With “brilliant but cool,” for some 
reason, our culture gives us extra 
IQ points for being mean. 

But from my perspective, when 
people act like that and win, they 
tend to misattribute their winnings. 
If you’re a winner and an a— hole, 
you’re still an a- -hole, and I don’t 
want to be anywhere near you. 
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Part of being a great leader 
comes naturally. 

The other part comes from us.

Tech workers bask 
in a different kind 
of security post-9/ll 

At a job fair last week, Michael 
Gagnon passed out the impres- 
sive resume he’d already post- 
ed on Monster.com. It lists his 
prized internships with defense 
contractors, the dozen computer 
programming languages he knows 


inside and out, and the 4.0 aver- 
age he has maintained in computer 
science classes at George Mason 
University. 

The recruiters went down the 
list of must-have qualities. Know 
Java? Check. U.S. citizen? Check. 
Got a security clearance? Bonus 
points. 

As of last week, he’d received 
about 10 calls from companies that 
can’t hire information technology 
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workers fast enough. Contracting 
giants Northrop Grumman, 
Lockheed Martin and SAIC have 
shown interest, and he has received 
inquiries from local tech start-ups, 
a consulting firm in Massachusetts 
and even Google. 

“I feel like a commodity in 
some ways,” said Gagnon, 23, 
in a telephone interview from 
the Fairfax campus research lab 
where he works. 

If he is, he’s a highly desir- 
able one. A study by the Greater 
Washington Initiative shows that 
since 1999 Washington’s informa- 
tion technology work force has 
grown, on average, 8 percent a 
year — three times the nation- 
al rate. Most of those jobs have 
been in computer programming 
and systems design. 

The bursting of the dot-com 
bubble put a crimp in growth, 
but industry experts say this 
region recovered and expand- 
ed because of the post-Sept. 11 
government contracting boom.

Today, the study says, 10 percent 
of the nation’s IT workers — about 
202,500 people — are in the met- 
ropolitan Washington area. That 
includes software engineers, 
network analysts and database 
administrators. 

As local opportunities expand, 
there aren’t enough people to fill 
them. Between 1999 and 2005, 
the region added 36,000 soft- 
ware engineering jobs and 9,000 
computer support specialists, the 
study shows. The problem is com- 
pounded by the fact that many IT 
jobs require security clearances, 
which can take nearly two years 
to obtain. People who’ve obtained 
clearance through internships or 
previous jobs have an edge. 

“Some companies say they don’t

on which new, cutting-edge, excit- 
ing project you are working.” 

This leaves projects considered 
old hat more difficult to fill, she 
said, because IT professionals want 
to work on something that will build 
their resume, improve their skills 
and impress their colleagues. 

Meanwhile, national compa- 
nies continue to open offices in 
Washington. And large systems 
integrators keep scrambling for 
workers: Booz Allen Hamilton, for 
instance, has 200 IT job openings 
in Virginia. 

From where Gagnon stands, the 
supply doesn’t seem to be falling 
too short of the demand. 

“I don’t see employers begging 
for people to fill jobs,” he said, “but 
I don’t think any of my friends will 
have a problem finding something 
here.” kim hart (the Washington post) 


have work for me,” Gagnon said. 
“But then they say, ‘Wait a minute 
— do you have a clearance?”’ 

Gagnon will graduate in May, so 
he’s considering his options. Most 
companies that want to hire him 
are offering jobs in software devel- 
opment or programming, but those 
bore him. His passion is in com- 
puter-security research — find- 
ing new ways to protect software 
from super-stealth viruses and 
other threats. And those jobs are 
harder to come by in this area. 

So, Gagnon is leaning toward a 
potential job -scholarship package 
at the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, where he could get a 
graduate degree while working in 
a nonprofit research lab. 

Many of his classmates are also 
juggling a glut of job inquiries from 
both local and out-of-town com- 
panies. A lot of them would like to 
stay in the area, he says, but they 
are also looking for “more inno- 
vative work.” 

“I don’t think people like me 
will stay here if they aren’t offered 
as stimulating opportunities as 
there are elsewhere,” he said. “It 
seems everyone here does con- 
sulting, and that’s just not for me 
right now.” 

In the tech community, there’s 
often a buzz about interesting 
projects, said Kathleen Smith of 
ClearedJobs.net in Falls Church, 
which helps firms find workers 
with security clearances. 

“Some people only want to work 
on the next hot thing,” she said. “In 
this town, your cachet is dependent

Virginia program 
trains professionals 
to become teachers 

Two years ago, Tricia Virts was 
earning a six-figure salary from 
the communications company 
Sprint as a technical support staff 
manager. Now she earns a third of 
her former pay, teaching basic com- 
puter skills at Eagle Ridge Middle 
School in Ashburn so that students 
can start preparing for business 
careers of their own. 

“One day, I just decided. I always 
wanted to be a teacher, and if I 
didn’t do it now, I was never going 
to do it,” said the 46 -year old moth- 
er of three. 


Virts is one of more than 1,500 
career switchers in Virginia who 
have taken part in a program that 
trains working professionals to 
adapt their skills and experiences 
to the classroom. 

In the past two decades, nearly 
every state has developed initia- 
tives to recruit workers to teach 
subjects with critical teacher 
shortages, such as math, foreign 
languages, science and technolo- 
gy education. The programs make 
it easier for professionals to switch 
tracks to become teachers without 
having to start the required course 
work from the beginning. 

The Virginia General Assembly 
created a pilot program in 2000, 
first targeting 100 military person- 


nel. Now the program is open to a 
range of working professionals. 

Anastasia R Samaras, coordina- 
tor of the Career Switcher Program 
at George Mason University, said 
the classes draw people from many 
backgrounds. She listed a few: 
“chemists, biologists with Ph.D.s 
... people who worked on the Hill, 
restaurant managers, retired mili- 
tary, rocket scientists ... Earth sci- 
entists.” 

Samaras said previous expe- 
rience with deadlines, teamwork 
and accountability translate well 
to teaching. “These people are 
experts in their fields and really 
hit the ground running. They are 
really top candidates,” she said. 

George Mason is one of nine 
institutions that train career switch- 
ers under the program. Many gradu- 
ates go on to jobs in Prince William, 
Arlington and Fairfax counties and 
elsewhere in Northern Virginia. 
Virts did her course work at the 
Shenandoah University campus 
in Leesburg. 

Each program is structured dif- 
ferently, but at minimum, applicants 
need a bachelor’s degree, five years 
of work experience, course work in 
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Virginia’s TriciaVirts switched careers to teach. Now in herfirstyearat Ashburn’s 
Eagle Ridge Middle School, she guides student Victor Shen in the computer lab.

their subject area and a passing 
score on a standardized teach- 
ing exam. 

In the first year of study, they 
learn the basics of pedagogy, class- 
room and behavior management 
and human growth and develop- 
ment. Most classes are at night and 
on weekends, so they can continue 
working. 

After that, they can receive a 
one -year license, called an eligibil-

ity license, to begin teaching. The 
license is different from the three - 
year provisional license sometimes 
granted to other teachers in training 
who do not have degrees or creden- 
tials in a particular subject area. 

Because these teachers have 
demonstrated competence in their 
subjects, they are also considered 
highly qualified under the federal 
No Child Left Behind Act — a major 
attraction to school systems that 
recruit them. 

During their first year of teach- 


ing, they attend seminars on instruc- 
tional techniques and are assigned a 
mentor. Patty Pitts, assistant super- 
intendent for teacher education and 
licensure in Virginia, said this is a 
key part of the program. 

“We know that mentoring is 
so important to the success of a 
teacher, and many times to how 
long the teacher stays in the class- 
room,” she said. 

After one year of successful 
teaching, the teachers are eligible 
to apply for a professional license. 

Virts is a few months away 
from completing her first year in 
the classroom. So far, she likes 
her new job. “It makes you feel so 
young,” she said. 

But she acknowledged: “It’s hard- 
er than I thought it would be.” 

Virts said she didn’t anticipate 
the amount of preparation time 
needed outside of the classroom 
and how much time she would 
spend working with parents. 

She’s also adjusting to the cut 
in pay. Her family has been cut- 
ting back on travel and eating out 
to adjust to the new budget. But she 
said her children are glad she’s home 
more and not always staring at her 
BlackBerry or answering calls late 
in the evening. 

“I do think teachers are under- 
paid,” she said. “But I think it’s a 
great profession.” michael alison

G-town students get 
schooled in post-grad 
moolah management 

Heather O’Brien graduates from 
Georgetown University this 
spring with an education in biolo- 
gy, in English, in history. She leaves 
with a newfound conviction that she 
should work in the ministry. And 
with about $63,000 in debt. 

“When I got here,” she said, 
“finances were the last thing on 
my mind. I was on my own for the 
first time, in a new place. It was 


very exciting — and it seemed like 
college would last forever.” 

Now, she’s taking one last set 
of classes. It’s a sort of Real World 
101, a crash course in money: 
Georgetown is offering a series 
of financial literacy workshops 
for seniors, covering such topics 
as loan repayment and consolida- 
tion, spending, credit cards, taxes 
and benefits. 

The professors and other finan- 
cial experts leading the classes all 
say the same thing: If only I’d 
known this when I was your age. 

“These are lessons best learned

young,” said adjunct business pro- 
fessor Michael Ryan, “when there’s 
not a lot on the line.” 

Students are leaving college 
with more debt than ever, now that 


more of them have to rely on loans, 
tuition keeps rising and credit cards 
are being pushed on many campus- 
es. The median education loan debt 
is nearly $20,000 for full-time stu- 
dents at four-year colleges. And that’s 
not including credit cards; more than 
half of students surveyed this win- 
ter by Sallie Mae had piled on more 
than $5,000 in debt in school. And 
one-third added more than $10,000 
in credit card debt. 

Some students treat credit cards 
and student loans like found money, 
for spring break trips or betting 
on NCAA brackets. But many are

struggling to afford college; nearly a 
quarter charge part of their tuition. 
And most need to get used to man- 
aging expenses, learning — often 
the hard way — as they go along. 

Now some schools are add- 
ing courses on financial basics. 
Beginning this academic year in 
Virginia, for example, public uni- 
versities are required to offer some 
financial literacy training, said Barry 
Simmons, Virginia Tech’s director of 
scholarships and financial aid. The 
school designed an optional online 
class, covering budgeting, credit 
cards and other basics for fresh- 
men. The University of Virginia 
has a pilot program, too. 

Financial companies offer 
occasional courses on campus, 
and some have pitched in with the 
Georgetown classes. The added 
focus comes as scrutiny of univer- 
sities’ relationships with lenders 
increases and as Congress moves 
to ease the burden on students. 

Some students arrive on campus 
used to managing credit, balancing 
budgets, maybe even trading stocks. 
But others aren’t. 

“We get the sense that students 
don’t really understand how money 
works,” said Greg Pasqua, a senior 
at Georgetown who heads the stu- 
dent-run credit union and helped 
organize the seminars. “People 
do things that aren’t very intelli- 
gent with their money. Overdraw 
accounts six times on $2 purchas- 


es, and get hit with six fees for buy- 
ing bubble gum. Or get reported to 
Equifax because you didn’t pay your 
loan on time, and you’re, like, T’ll 
get it next time.’” 

Ryan said, “It’s amazing what 
some students don’t know — that 
30 to 40 percent of their proceeds 
will be taxed away. ... Even basic 
things like 40l(k)s,” or whether they 
should put money into the pretax 
retirement savings accounts. 

At two recent workshops at 
Georgetown, students interrupt- 
ed to ask, “What is a 40l(k), any- 

So, professors and other experts 
sorted through the unfamiliar 
names and the jargon, explained 
the types of benefit choices they’ll 
be expected to make, how to figure 
out what their monthly loan pay- 
ments and take-home pay will be, 
and how to invest in their 20s. 

It’s not difficult stuff It’s just — 
who has time to think about cred- 
it scores and interest rates when 
there’s so much else going on? 

Until a car loan or a lease is 
turned down because of a bad credit 
score, or late fees pile up. 

When O’Brien was a high school 
senior in Texas, she was offered a 
full scholarship to another school. 
But she loved Georgetown; when 
she visited, someone told her that 
everyone there has been given 
many gifts and that they should

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think about how to give back. 

So she didn’t pay too much atten- 
tion to the details of the loans she 
was taking out. “When I was a 
freshman, I was like, ‘Loans, great! 
I don’t have to pay them back ’til I 
stop going to school — cool.’” 

It’s not just tuition (which is 
a hefty $33,000 -plus this year, 
before housing, books and fees.) 
In Georgetown, with shops sell- 
ing $200 jeans and bars mixing 
$15 cocktails, there are plenty of 
ways to bleed money within stum- 
bling distance of campus. 

O’Brien didn’t make any big mis- 
takes; she was careful. She knew 
she didn’t want to drop a couple 
weeks of paychecks from her on- 
campus job on a shirt from some 
little boutique nearby; she’d rath- 
er take a bus to shop somewhere 
cheaper. She’s not a big drinker, 
so she doesn’t wake up wondering 
what happened to her wallet. But 
she does like ordering music and 
books online, and she didn’t realize 
how quickly it could add up. 


“It wasn’t until senior year, when 
I had to pay my own rent and pay 
utilities, that I really understood 
what $60,000 was,” she said, refer- 
ring to her tuition debt. 

This year, too, she started setting 


rules for herself “I eat lunch on cam- 
pus once a week and pack my lunch 
the other days.” And she limits her 
online purchases to $20 a month. 
She opened a separate account for 
her rent money so she’s not tempted 


to dip into it. 

The classes have already 
changed her mind-set, she said. 
She learned about interest rates 
and credit scores. “I have had a 
couple of late payments that ding- 
ed me. I just thought, ‘Oh, one day

late, not a big deal.’” But in the class 
she learned that could cost major 
benefits. “If you go three years 
[paying] on time, you could have 
a 3 percent decrease in the interest 
rate — which is amazing.” 

She doesn’t regret taking out 
the loans; she had so many great 
classes at Georgetown that she kept 
switching majors, from pre-med to 
English and so on. “This is the place 


that made me who I am,” she said, 
“The ideals, the professors, the chap- 
lains, the friends I made.” 

She’s excited to become a chap- 
lain or a grief and crisis counselor 
at a hospital after graduate school. 
She knows she won’t get paid much, 
but she’s absolutely sure it’s what 
she’s meant to do. 

“There are some things I look 
back and wish they were different,” 
she said. She might have taken out 
smaller loans, with less money for 
expenses. “I might have had more 
of a realization that all of that was 
[racking up] interest and would take 
a long time to pay back.” 

Now she has a better idea of 
how to manage loans and evalu- 
ate benefits and salary. The classes 
reminded her to budget carefully 
and put money away for retirement 
when she can. 

Then again, she’s not sure that 
had she learned all this earlier it 
would have changed many of the 
decisions she made. “Graduation,” 
she said, “was so far away.” susan

LIFE AT WORK 


A woman in my office smokes. She 
follows the building rules and does 
it outside, but I am pretty sure 
she gets her cigarettes from 1954 
Russia because she smells terri- 
bly smoky all the time. It’s awful 
to have her walk by her desk, and 
there’s always a scramble to avoid 
sitting next to her in meetings. Is 
there anything that can be done? 

Unless your company bans 
smoking even on the outside, 
there will be little you can do but 


protect yourself. Make sure your 
boss knows you can’t sit near her 
for health reasons (or whatever) 
and get yourself a fan. 

Companies are really starting to 
ban smoking on all company prop- 
erty, including outside. Maybe yours 
will start to do the same. Maybe not. 
But you can look into that option 
and propose it if the smoking issue 
really is such a drag. 

My wife worked for a very small 
nonprofit and was terminated last 
week without notice. Her supervi- 
sors did not provide any substan- 
tial explanation other than that 
they’re looking for a different set 
of skills. She has worked for them 
for eight months and she went

through an evaluation earlier this 
year and things were good. Is there 
anything we can do? As it is a very 
small nonprofit, the company does 
not have an HR person. Does it vio- 
late any employment laws? 

Most likely, laws have not been 
broken. Unless you’re a member of 
a union, most companies can fire 


you for any reason. (Except those 
protected by law: race, religion, 
sex, etc.) 

I’m very sorry for your wife, but 
it seems like it would be best if she 
picked up quickly and tried to find 
a new gig. It would be completely 
understandable/fair for her to go 
and ask her manager or supervisor 
for real reasons as to why she was 
fired and ask what they would say 
if she asked them for a reference. 
Also make sure she has a copy of 
that good evaluation. 

Last of all, remind her that she 
probably wouldn’t want to work for 
this organization anyway. 

I work in a fairly relaxed office 
(social service nonprofit world). 


but while things are laid back, they 
are not so laid back that one can 
wear flip-flops to work. Yet this is 
what I did today. It was a mistake. 
Do I even say anything about it? No 
one has said anything. 

You made a mistake. If you feel 
weird about it, tell your boss. If you 
think you can get through the next 
six hours or so without ruining your 
career, chalk it up to an oops and 
bring in an extra just-in-case pair 
of shoes to store at your desk for 
next time. 
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
